
HORSE 3 AT ’FRISCO. 

A latter from Ban Francisco to a New York 
exchange, nnder date of January 28, contains 
the following interesting gossip concerning the 
horses and men now making tnrf history over 
the excellent tracks near the metropolis of the 
“slope” : 

“If any doubts existed as to which was the 
best horse in California, those donbts have now 
been dispelled, for yesterday, at the Oakland 
track, Bannockbnrn, after a delay at the post, 
which certainly did net help his chances, when 
the weight cn his back (128 pounds) is consid- 
ered, and, after getting off last bnt one, grad- 
ually closed np the big gap of daylight which 
separated the pact maker, Dr. Sheppard, from 
those in the reBr, assumed command at the 
head of the stretch, and, at the last fnrlong 
pole, it was plain that the top) weight would 
win, which he did amid the greatest enthusiasm 
that was ever displayed on a race coarse here, 
it being feared at one time that the start and 
delay would kill Bannockburn's chances. Fla- 
mora ran a remarkably good race, after getting 
off behind Bannockburn. The time equaled the 
record hung up at Tanforan the week be- 
fore-1 :39. 

“Turfmen here are harassed at the fact that 
catarrhal fever is still attacking horses stabled 
nt the Ingleside track. So far, no serious 
results have attended the cases, and it is hoped 
that, with plenty of fresh air, the victims will 
speedily recover. 

“In view of the steady' improvement shown 
here by IPotente, it may be stated that as a 
yearling he was so small that no practical 
horsemen would bid on him. Mrs. Charles L. 
Fair, who is a regular racegoer with her hus- 
band. liked the colt so much that she urged 
William Fisher to buy him, promising to refund 
him his money if the colt did not prove a win- 
ner, A hundred-dollar bid bought the colt. 
He did prove a winner, and was at one time 
bought out of a selling race by Mr. Corrigan, 
who. however, offered him back to Mrs. Fair, 
under the impression that the lady owned the 
colt. This offer was declined, and Poteate be- 
came the property of a young man named Dur- 
■ell, who is a foreman for Gaylon Brown. In 
three months Patents has developed from a 
cheap selling plater into one of the most useful 
of our handicap horses. A mile in 1 :39t is a 
common occurrence with Potente, who much 
resembles bis famous sire, Racine. 

“As an illustration of the fidelity of the aver- 
age stable hand, the following facts in connec- 
tion with the Tnrf Congress Stake at Tanforan 
is related :l.The man who rubs Bannockbnrn 
sat up with him all night preceding the race, 
and never left him until he was in the starter’s 
hands. He declared that he knew the horse 
could win, and the only way he could be beaten 
out was by being 'doped.' At the Corrigan sta- 
ble the cook called a meeting of the colored 
delegation. Standing upon a soap box, he ad- 
dressed them as follows : 

“‘If Geyser wins, don’t none of you coons 
come for any dinner, for I’se going to celebrate: 
if Geyser loses, you needn’t come, either, for I 
will be too badly broken up to cook anything 
good.’ 

•‘The Btable help unanimously declared that, 
win or lose, they would expect no ‘grub,’ After 
the race, the Scbreiber stable men paid a visit 
to the Corrigan camp and rubbed the victory in. 

"That excellent colt, Advance Guard, has 
been laid up for a short time owing to having 
slightly hurt his back in the Turf Congress 
Stakes at Tanforan Park. The saddle pinched 
his back a trifle. The forward position of this 
good colt in the big race on Janaary 2 was no 
surprise toyoar readers who pay attention to 
■ST notes. There is, by the way, the greatest 



possible oontrast between Advance Guard and 
F. W. Brode, who is looming up as a grand horse 
now. Advance Guard does not carry an ounce 
of flesh, and his neck is particularly light. 

“F. W. Brode, on the other hand, carries a 
lot of beef and muscle all over. And to think 
that such a grand looker as F. W. Brode should 
have bean entered in a selling race here one 
day for 8200 1 He is by Cayuga, out of Prosper- 
ity, and if a fair sample of the get of the un- 
lucky son of Iroquois, it looks to me as if the 
Messrs. Morris ought to breed plenty of mares 
to him. 

“Speaking of sons of Iroquois reminds me of 
that misfit racer called Bakins. This $3,000 
yearling is now drawing a wagcn through the 
streets of Oakland. His present owner, a 
physician, says that he will eventually make a 
good horse for driving to a carriage, but that 
he has not yet forgotten how to gallop. He is 
free from all vices, but simply is not a race- 
horse, notwithstanding his pedigree and ap- 
pearance. 

“While admiring the feats of Bannockburn, 
it Bhonld not be forgotten that all his present 
excelleace is attributable to the good manage- 
ment of some one: and that some one is th9 
good-looking mulatto, Felix Carr. Unlike so 
many of bis race, this youth wears well with 
time. The idol of the entire western racing 
world when a jockey, and to a great extent re- 
sponsible for the great success achieved on the 
turf by Mr. Schreibsr, Felix has held his popu- 
larity long after his retirement from riding, 
and now bids fair to become a great trainer. 
Bannockburn is a picture today. His coat is like 
rosewood, and instead of showing every rib, as 
he did all last summer, his barrel is round and 
fall, end he must weigh at least 100 pounds 
mere than any time last year. Of course the 
company which Bannockburn is meeting here 
is very different from the Suburban horses, bnt 
nevertheless he looks a better horse and eaght 
to run a better horse. 

“In looking over the lists of onr leading win- 
ning owners, the prominence of Mr. Corrigan’s 
stable is rather surprising when it is recalled 
that he does not race at Oakland. His horses 
have won nearly $12,000, with a little more than 
half of the season elapsed. He was really sec- 
ond on the list of winning owners until Barney 
Schreibei passed him a day or two ago by the 
victories of Bannockburn and Sofala at Oak- 
land. Burns & Waterhouse lead as yet, but it 
is by no means a certainty that they will close 
the season in the lead, for their stable is noth- 
ing like as strong as in recent years, inasmuch 
as they have not replenished by outside pur- 
chases, as was their custom heretofore. Alex 
Shields and Mb son, William, are very promin- 
ent on the list of winners, and if both stables 
were to be lumped as one they wonld be seoond 
on the list. J. F. Schorr, with only four horses 
has done remarkably well, and it is safe to say 
that in futnre years the big Memphis stab'e 
will be much more strongly represented iu Cali- 
fornia than was the case this year.” 

COMPANION, 

Among the nominations to all the important 
juvenile events to be run at the Fair Gronnds 
this year is the chestnnt filly Companion, by 
Service— Derfargilla, entered in the name of T. 
& A. Schreiber. Companion was bred at Baraey 
Schreibar’s Woodlands farm in St, Lonis 
County. Unlike the general run of thorough- 
bred youngsters, who are very shy and invari- 
ably refuse to allow strangers to approach 
them, the filly Companion has always evidenced 
the liveliest sort of interest in visitors to her 
paddook or stall. Like a spoilt child, nothing 
suits this filly better than to be caressed and 
toadied by anybody that ^happens along. 



Her friendly disposition has made her 
the pet of all hands at the farm, 
especially the little exercise boys, who invari- 
ably divide up all their cakes and apples with 
Companion. As a complimeat to his two sis- 
ters, the Misses Theresia and Anna, who reside 
at the farm, Mr. Schreibsr presented them with 
Companion. The filly is a beautiful golden 
chestnut iu color, with a white stripe on her face 
and two white hind stockings. Companion bus a 
lot of valuable stake engagements, and in view 
of the fact that she is a very impressive looking 
filly with a rare turn of speod, the firm of T. k 
A. Schreiber promises to occupy a prominent 
position in the list of winning owners ut the 
Fair Grounds this season. 

Companion is certainly bred to bs a racing 
tool of the first class. Her sire, Service, will ba 
remembered as one of the best sons of Wood- 
lands, while her dam, Derfargilla, was one of 
the few really great race mares seen on the 
American turf in recent years. Derfargilla is 
by Onoadsga, out of a Bnckden mare. Sho was 
developed by John Huggins, trainer of Pierre 
Lorillard’s Rant-ocas stable, and subsequently 
raoed in the colors of George E. Smith, better 
known as "Pittsburg Phil,” and McNanghton & 
Muir, from whom Schreiber bought her. In her 
three-year-old form Derfargilla beat Yorkville 
Belle, Thora’s great daughter, and Crotchet, 
dam of J. C. Cahn’s great mare, Crocket, in tha 
Elizabeth Stakes at Monmouth Park, running n 
mile and an eighth in 1 :55. The following year 
she was trained for short r&oes and she estab- 
lished a wonderful record as a sprinter. She 
beat the great Kingston, stepping six furlongs 
in 1:13 flat; ran the Fntnrity Course at Coney 
Island in 1:10 4-5, with 119 up, defeating Pe- 
destrian and Lady Violet; finished third to 
Kingston and Baceland, seven furlongs in 1:25 
flat, and ran third to Wah Jim and Kingston, 
five-eighths, in :58i.— St. Louis Republic. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

N. Nsnman, Chicago.— Torsida was not enter- 
ed in the first race at Oakland, Febrnary 2. 
Consequently all bet8 cn her are void and the 
money should be refunded. The fact that Tor- 
sida was named in the printed entries, instead 
of Torsina, was the result of a telegraphic 
error in transmitting them. Torsida and Tor- 
sina are different animals, and it waB the latter 
that was entered in the race in question. 

The San Francisco Chronicle of Sunday says: 
“It was reported laBt night that Timemaker 
was in a critical condition, bnt it proved to be 
incorrect. The horse had a slight attack of 
colic and a little fever, bat it did not amount 
to very mnch. He has sore shoulders, which 
doubtlees accounted for his bad rac9 yester- 
day.” 

Tommy Burns having been snspended, and 
Thorpe laid np with sickness, Borns & Water- 
house have got second call on Bnllman for his 
services for the remainder of the season at 
'Frisco. A word of praise is dae Bnllman tor 
the great improvement he iB showing in the 
saddle and in his general behavior. 

A carload of two-year-olds from E. J. Bald- 
win’s Santa Anita ranch arrived at Tanforan 
Park last Wednesday. There are some fine- 
looking youngsters in the lot whioh may be de- 
pended upon tn give a good accennt of them- 
selves in the near future. 

What-sr-lou, a good horse in any going, has 
been very ill, but is now slowly recovering. He 
was a possibility for the Burns Handicap until 
he weut amiss. 

Golden Rule is galloping again at Ingleside, 
having recently been returned from the Corri- 
gan ranch at Sacramento. 

W. C. E. Moore, Chicago.— Jenkins rode Rio 
Chioo and Bullmau was unplaced on Dr, Murki. 



EASTERN RACING DATES. 

The Jockey Club seems to find the matter of 
arranging dates for the clubs racing under its 
jurisdiction difficult of satlef ictory adjustment. 
It was confidently expected the opportionment 
wonid be announced last week, bnt without 
warrant. The New York Herald of last Mon- 
day says of the matter: 

"Dates for the current racing year may be 
apportioned by the Jockey Club this week. A 
majority of the stewards are in the city, and 
any afternoon the chairman cares to take np 
the subject a session can be called and the mat- 
ter disposed of. Eight racing organizations ex- 
pect to share in the distribution this season. 
They are the Coney Island, Westchester, Brook- 
lyn, Brighton, Qneens County, Saratoga, Em- 
pire and Washington, The latter body, lying 
outside of tha State of New York, is happily 
free from date controversy. It has a mortgage 
on the first two weeks in April and the olosing 
fortnight in November, thanks to the law in 
New York restricting the racing season to the 
period between April 15 and Novembsr 15. and 
accepts the same in sportsmanlike manner. 
The past couple of autumns the Jockey Club 
allowed Washington a few extra days in early 
November by concinding the New York season 
a week in advance of its legitimate close. 

“Were the remaining seven organizations as 
docile as Washington, the Jockey Clnb’s allot- 
ment wonld prove only the shadow of a task. 
In recent years Saratoga’s demands for nninler- 
rnpted dates have served to perplex the stew- 
ards, and now that new association, the Empire, 
Mr. W. H. Clark’s creation, is in the field, the 
apportionment problem becomes more gnarled. 
Under the provisions of the racing law each 
recognized tnrf body is entitled to forty days’ 
annual running. No club openly expresses a 
desire to ntilizs so great a number of days, and 
since the organization of the Jockey Clnb, the 
dates claimed and ran off have averaged abont 
twenty-seven per each individnal association. 

"Before the advent of the Empire Club there 
was no clash in the spring and fall masting 
dates. Brighton and Saratoga growled over a 
fraction of July and August, ont the spring and 
autumn meetings proper passed off as free 
from friction as a cut and dried selling race. 
The Qneens County Clnb, Westchester, Brook- 
lyn ana Coney Island in turn filled in the time 
from April 15 to July 5, and the fall meetinge, 
beginning at the Sheepshead Bay course the 
latter part of Angnet, were continued in rota- 
tion at Brooklyn, Westchester and Aqueduct, 
finishing aronnd election day, in November, at 
the laBt named track. 

“The schedule of 1899 left so mush spare time 
in reserve that Greater New York was without 
racing from August 5 to 26. Saratoga ran dur- 
ing that period. The average New Yorker 
fonnd "the Springs’ too far away for a personal 
visit, and during those three midsummer weeks 
he patronized the poolrooms. Five score addi- 
tional poolrooms were opened to accommodate 
this new volume of play, and they continned 
open the balance of the ssason, to the sorry 
detriment of the racing associations. The fall- 
ing off in gate receipts daring the fall meetings 
attributed to the deflection of former patrons 
to the poolrooms, has been estimated at $3,000 
per day. Closing the tracks adjacent to New 
Yerk for three weeks in midsnmmer turned ont 
a costly experiment. 

“Unless the autumn meetings begin a week 
earlier, it will be difficult to set apart open 
dates for Mr. Clark’s new track. He is reported 
to be desirous ef running at least two weeks in 
September, presnmably in close coDjnnction 
with his trotting dates. The Utter he may 
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■elect at his option from September 1 to 20. An 
allotment on the above lines wenld be keenly 
felt by both the Saratoga end Coney Island 
clubs. Commencing the autumn series a week 
earlier than usual would serve to shorten the 
Saratoga season, when ‘the Spa’ ii at ite height, 
and came Coney Island to lose to some other 
organization, probably Brooklyn, one of its 
most remunerative holidays— Labor Day. 

“A spring meeting could be more readily ar- 
ranged for the Empire. According to the pres- 
ent outlook thirty-four racing days between 
April 15 and May 24 are to be divided between 
the Qneem County and Westchester clubs. At 
least six of this number might be transferred to 
the Empire and another half dozen obtained by 
deducting two days from the customary quota 
of Brooklyn, Coney Island and Brighton. Again, 
the life of the spring meetings could be ex- 
tended a week and carried up to July 10. Action 
akin to this, if the Empire was assigned time 
between Queens County and Westchester or 
WestcheBter and Brooklyn, would be to deprive 
Brooklyn of the Decoration Day date. As 
Westchester, in advance of action by the Jockey 
Club, has elected to hold a spring meeting from 
May 5 to 24, itB officials may have reason to 
believe that the Empire will defer its inaugnral 
running meeting until fall.”

& Son and Burns & Waterhouse until his con- 
tract with the latter expires, March 9. He 
then can only ride for Schorr & Son. Songer 
remains off indefinitely.
